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Winter Storm Turns Two Die 
Toward Central U.S. 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A snow and sleet storm de­ 
scribed by the Weather Bureau 
as potentially dangerous shifted 
today from the Southwest to­ 
ward the balmy Central Plains. 
Heavy snow descended on Hie 
Rocky Mountains. A three-inch 
fall at Flagstaff in northern 
Arizona 
brought the ground 
cover depth to 17 inches. Salt 
L ik e City and C asper, Wyo., 
picked up an inch as the storm 
developed and sent white cover 
acro ss Nebraska. 
Glaze developed north of the 
snow Into central Minnesota and 
eastern South Dakota. 
Movement of the disturbance 
was sped by contrasting cold 
from the Intermountain region 
and record warm, moist Gulf 
a ir which gave Kansas City, 
Mo., a reading of 60 degrees 
around dawn. 
Nighttime tem peratures in the 


50s were general in Iowa. 
In the West, Burns, O re., east 
of the Casades, had a low read­ 
ing of 8 below zero. 


The Weather Bureau warned 
trav elers in the plains area to 
heed forecasts on the storm 's 
rapid development, asserting, 
"th is is a potentially dangerous 
winter storm .*' Livestock ra is­ 
e rs in central Nebraska were 
advised to take precautions to 
protect cattle from heavy snow. 
Freezing rain and drizzle ex­ 
tended across the Dakotas to 
Minnesota with snow expected 
during the day in those areas 
and in Nebraska. Rain splashed 
acro ss scattered sections from 
Southern California to western 
jexas. 
Tem peratures in most of the 
northern sections of the snow 
belt were in the 20s and in the 
30s in southern are a s.

(AP) — UJS, troops and South 
Vietnamese troops looked ahead 
today to a 30-hour C hristm as 
tru ce. But the fighting continued 
its bloody course with a 50-plane 
raid on North Viet N am 's Uong 
Bl 
power 
plant and ground 
clashes in which 90 Viet Cong 
w ere claimed killed. 
A UjSc spokesman said the 
power plant 14 m iles northeast 
of Haiphong, which supplied 15 
p er cent of North Viet N am 's 
electricity, 
was "com pletely 
knocked out." But three U.S. 
planes were shot down, one by a 
surface-to-air m issile. 
Allied soldiers welcomed the 
possibility of a brief rest in the 
jungle war, although there will 
be 
no 
respite in 
vigilance 
against Communist attack. The 
cease-fire ordered by the U«S- 
and Vietnamese m ilitary com­ 
mands will begin at 6 p.m. F ri­ 
day and continue until midnight 
C hristm as night. 
There was no im m ediate re­ 
sponse from the Com munists to 
the U*S<, extension of the R eds' 
tru ce offer. But like the Viet 
Cong offer two weeks ago of 
a 12-hour C hristm as truce be­ 
ginning at 7 p.m . C hristm as 
Eve, the UJL-Smth Vietnam ese 
directive to the troops in the 
field did not ask for a Commu­ 
nist response. The Allied com­ 
manders 
said their soldiers 
would not fire except in self de­ 
fense and implied there would 
be no air raids on North Viet 
Nam during the 30 hours. 
UjSt Navy planes ran through 
a barrage of ground fire in the 
third attack in two weeks on the 
Uong Bi power plant. Two A4 
Skyhawks were shot down by 
conventional antiaircraft fire . A 
two-seat RA5C Vigilante recon­ 
naissance fighter-bom ber was 
the m issile's victim . 
The losses raised the number 
of planes downed over North 
Viet Nam sincelast February to 
above 160. 
Pilots sighted the parachutes 
of two of the four airm en but no 
rescue was possible because of 
the

South Vietnam ese troops and 
their U .S. advisers on a patrol 
near the Khe Son Special Forc­ 
es camp caught a Viet Cong unit 
in a cro ssfire Wednesday, kill­ 
ing 25 Reds. But early today the 
Communists captured the near­ 
by Huong My outpost and fought 
off a battalion of government 
reinforcem ents seeking to re­ 
take the position in the rugged 
mountains near L i o s . 
The fighting took place on the 
northern edge of Route 9, which 
leads from the Viet Cong sanc­ 
tuary at Tchepone, in L io s,in to 
South Viet N am 's northernm ost 
Quang Tri Province.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
and congressional l e a d e r s 
hailed today the Am erican or­ 
der for a 30-hour C hristm as 
cease-fire in Viet Nam and ex­ 
pressed the hope that it could be 
a stepping stone to peace nego­ 
tiations. 
Senate Dp mocratic L c a d e r 
Mike Mansfield of Montana said 
he would like to see U. S. offi­ 
cials keep the peace initiative 
and offer to extend the cease­ 
fire until the Vietnamese New 
Y’ear which begins Jan. 21. 
The peace order, Issued by 
Gen. William C. W estmoreland, 
com mander of U. S : forces in 
Viet Nam, was announced in 
Saigon Wednesday night. E ar­ 
lie r the Viet Cong had offered to 
stop fighting for 12 hours.

Somber Undercurrent Runs 
Beneath Keokuk’s Gaiety 


KEOKUK, Iowa (AP)-—As in 
any C hristm as season, gay dec­ 
orations adorn the streets of 
Keokuk. 
C hristm as 
tre e s blaze with 
lights. Shoppers throng 
t h e 
sto res. C arols ring out from ra­ 
dios and public address sys­ 
tem s. 
Yet a som ber note runs like a 
dirge beneath the holiday gaiety 
in this city of 18,000, shaken 
le ss than a month ago by its 
w orst tragedy. 
The National Guard Armory 
blew up during a Thanksgiving 
Eve square dunce of the Swing- 
Ezy club. In one fearsom e in­ 
stant 
a huge ball of flame 
turned a lighthearted evening of 


fun into a nightm are of pain and 
death for the 60 to 70 dancers. 
Twentynine persons have died 
of burns and other injuries suf­ 
fered in the blast. About as 
many face weeks, months or 
even years of skin grafts and 
other treatm ent. 
Eight children were orphaned, 
twenty.six others lost one par­ 
ent. 
In one way or another, the 
blast has touched the lives of 
virtually every family in Keo­ 
kuk and s u m anding communi­ 
ties of Illinois, Iowa and Mis­ 
souri. 
It also has touched the hearts 
and opened the pocketbooks of 
people all over the United States 


and as far away as A ustralia, 
Hawaii and B ritish Columbia. 
Kenneth Anderson of Burling­ 
ton, who was calling the square 
dance the night of the tragedy 
and escaped with minor burns, 
has devoted much of his tim e 
since to helping raise money for 
the disaster bemeet fund. More 
than $40,000 already has come 
in. 
"Money is our need,” said 
Anderson. "W e would like to 
have a quarter of a million dol­ 
la r s ." 
What no one can supply is the 
means of filling the aching emp­ 
tiness of a loved one's absence 
— and solace for the knowledge 
that the void will endure.

Men Rejected as Unfit Except in U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) — De­ 
fense Department and Selective 
Service System officials are 
considering making draft-eligi­ 
ble some 2 million men pre­ 
viously rejected as unfit to 
serve except in an em ergency. 
Reporting this today, Selec­ 
tive Service officials said the 
m ilitary buildup to support tile 


war in Viet Nam may make this 
necessary within two or three 
months. As of Nov. 30, there 
were 2,122,918 in this 1-Ycate­ 
gory. 
"We want to look hard at the 
possibility of using some of 
these men who maybe barely 
failed to qualify, who maybe

defect," one official said.

expire.

WASHINGTON (AP)—A $5.1- 
biilion boost in payroll taxes on 
Jan. I to pay for m edicare and 
increased Social Security bene­ 
fits will make it a not-so-happy 
new year for millions of A m eri­ 
cans. 
But adm inistration officials 
indicated today that this big bite 
out of consumer Incomes — 
which only a few weeks ago was 
feared as a potential drag on 
the economy — is now wel­ 
comed as a damper on inflation­ 
ary p ressu res. 
Its anti-inflationary effect will 
be diminished, however, by a 


new batch of excise tax reduc­ 
tions on the sam e day. 


In the second stage of last 
June's excise tax repeal law, 
Industry and consum ers will be 
relieved of $1.7 billion worth of 
telephone, passenger car, ad­ 
m issions, night club and other 
excise levies. 


The net result of the two ma­ 
jor tax changes is that the pub­ 
lic 's payment to the government 
will rise by $3.4 billion a year. 
That would be anti-inflationary 
— 
except 
that 
government 
spending «nd federal deficits 


a re rising even higher. 


For those earning $6,600 a 
year, the Social Security deduc­ 
tion will be about GO per cent 
greater than in 1965. The tax 
will jump from a maximum of 
$174 a year to $277.20. 


Most of the increase results 
from the decision of Congress to 
increase the earnings base on 
whicli the tax is figured from 
$4,800 to $6,600. The rate also 
goes up, from 3.023 per cent 
each on employe and employer 
to 4.2 per cent each.

Distribution of toys, Christmas wishes, carol­ 
ing, the appearance of Santa Claus and ex­ 
pressions of good will, peace on earth and 
brotherhood temporarily divert us. 
First things first and business as usual do 
not possess their usual all consuming power. 
It’s just as w ell. 
This is a happier season because of the holiday 
emphasis. It is unfortunate, of course, that more 
of the Christmas 
spirit cannot be carried 
throughout the year. The momentum of the holi­ 
days at tim es appears to be sufficient to do this. 
But the spirit always sputters out in the New 
Year when taxes begin to insinuate them selves 
into our thinking and other routine economic 
facts of life begin to reassert them selves 
vigorously—not the last of which are the Christ­ 
mas bills. 
Hut let’s not minimize the blessings of the 
season. It is here for everyone to enjoy for a 
few fleeting days - - everyone with cash or 
credit. 
Under the circum stances no great strain has 
been placed on this country’s relations with the 
British because 
Prime Minister Wilson of 
Britain departed unnoticed by the press from 
Kennedy airport for a meeting with President 
Lyndon B. Johnson in Washington, D. C. 
No, it was not because of the presence e lse ­ 
where of that early times astronaut—Santa 
Claus or of any of his reindeer. 
Newspapermen were interviewing French Ac­ 
tress Brigitte Bardot in another airport area. 
Miss Bardot, of course, has distinctive dis­ 
tractions of her own, and she knows how to 
use her endowments to best advantage. Nothing 
that she said smacked of politics or disturbed 
international relations. She came to the United 
States, she said modestly and prettily, to talk 
about Brigitte Bardot, and to plug the prem iere 
of her new' movie. 
She did much, of course, to bolster the image 
of a vibrant France--an image somewhat jarred 
by the low ballot appeal of aging President 
C harles de Gaulle. It was her first visit. We 
urge her to come again.

Ladies Assert Equal Employ­ 
ment Law Gives Them Right 
To Have As Many Illegitimate 
Children as Men. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: — Sex 
is as sex does. And Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Jr., whose offi­ 
cial task it Is to see that one 
sex is never more equal than 
another, now has a Solomonic 
problem before him. 
At least 71 women have com­ 
plained that the big glass firm 
which employs them has a poli­ 
cy of firing any lady who has 
borne two 
illegitimate chil­ 
dren. This is rank discrimina­ 
tion, they have charged official­ 
ly. They insist the policy should 
cut two ways. Their employer, 
* they say, should also fire any 
male worker 
who has sired 
more 
than one 
illegitimate 
child. 
It’s all In the record. The re­ 
port prepared by the Philadel­ 
phia section of the Equal Em­ 
ployment Opportunity Commis­ 
sion (EEOC) was sent down to 
Washington on Nov. 30 
for 
loftier wisdom. 
The protesting ladies, accord­ 
ing to the report, are employed 
by the Huntington, West Va., 
division of the Owens - Illi­ 
nois Glass Co., headquartered 
In Toledo, O. The distaff per­ 
sonnel are members of a staid 
union, the Glass Bottle Blow­ 
ers Assn. It is led by Lee 
Minton, who also is a national 
AFL-CIO vice president. 
A 
government official ex­ 
plained to this column that the 
policy on illegitimate children 
has been in effect for some time 
but that, of course, no one knows 
when It has been Invoked or 
against whom for reasons of 
confidential and sensitive rela­ 
tionships between corporation 
and the ladies. 
But there Is no doubt of the 
seriousness 
of the women’s 
protest. It is point five of a 
number of other complaints— 
such as company preference for 
men crew leaders, quality In­ 
spectors and testers of general 
work. 
Admittedly this is a rathei 
unique protest by the ladles 
who say that lf mother Is pun­ 
ished so should father, if there 
Is a limit on the female there 
should be one on the male’s 
proclivities. 
But the entire matter of wom­ 
en and children and special 
personnel policies affecting fe­ 
male workers, under Title Sev­ 
en of the Equal Employment Op­ 
portunity Act, 
has 
deeply 
troubled labor leaders and gov­ 
ernment officials as well a.* 
corporation executives. 
One of those now studying the 
problem in depth Ls the scholar­ 


ly president of the Office and 
Professional Employes Union, 
Howard Coughlin. 
“ This law could revolutionize 
hiring, affect tens of thousands 
of insurance policies covering 
health and welfare programs, 
change 
collective bargaining 
and, indeed, affect the econo­ 
my,” Coughlin said. “ E should 
be remembered that women 
make up one third of America’s 
work force.” 


Mr. Coughlin’s reference was 
to the fact that Title Seven rul­ 
ings indicate that It will be ille­ 
gal to Issue policies which give 
the male greater coverage than 
female employes. Virtually all 
policies and coverage plans now 
give more life Insurance to men 
than women. Most of these poli­ 
cies give males greater bene­ 
fits for their dependents. 
“ In laying down a rule that 
there cannot be any sex dis­ 
crimination,” said 
Coughlin, 
“ in benefits and costs under a 
medical Insurance plan, 
the 
government, be it the EEOC, 
the Wage and Hour Adminis­ 
tration or any other division, 
will change the majority of 
existing Insurance plans. This 
Is but one of the ways In which 
labor-management negotiations 
will be deeply affected.” 
Billions on billions of dollars 
will be involved In the equaliza­ 
tion process as all 
federal 
agencies swing into full en* 
forcement of 
the equal 
sex 
law. 


On the question of children, 
for example, there is the Im­ 
pact of the legitimate ones. 
Many firms are reluctant to 
hire women with preschool age 
children unless the female Is 
divorced or putting her hus­ 
band through college. 
The businessmen believe the 
mother who has a working hus­ 
band will stay home lf the young­ 
sters have a sniffle. Such whole­ 
sale absenteeism during 
the 
winter months costs millions. 
But the law now says it Is Ille­ 
gal 
to discriminate against 
women lf they have children, 
unless the same rule applies to 
the men. 
Many companies fire the ladles 
when they marry. The law says 
that this must now be true of 
men. 
Many other large corporations 
don’t train distaffers for up­ 
grading to executive positions 
on the theory that they’ll quit 
when they have children or sim­ 
ply will retire much earlier than 
men. From now on this is Ille­ 
gal discrimination. 
So brace yourselves, gentle­ 
men. There no longer Is such 
a thing as a man's Job. 


It looks as lf the President’s 
Intuition was accurate. 
One

Almost overnight 
they woke up to the fact that 
what they regarded as a police 
action was a full-blown war with 
as many troops involved as in 
the Korean War--and still we 
have no formal declaration of 
war. 
Only a short time ago this was 
• an operation run by American 
1 military 
advisers, and the 
American public has not fol­ 
lowed very clearly the steps 
by which it was escalated. 
READING PUBLIC MISLED 
There is a good reason for 
this. If you read the day-to- 
1 day communiques Issued by Sai­ 
gon, It has appeared that we 
have 
won every battle. 
We 
haven’t. Again if you read some 
of the statements Issued by 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara or Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, It would appear that 
long ago we were on the way 
to victory. We weren’t. 
But when Rusk and McNamara 
Issued 
a joint statement 
in 
lonolulu Nov. 20, 1963, pro­ 
nging that U.S. troops would 
begin leaving South Viet Nam 
Dec. 3, 1964, the American 
people had every reason to be­ 
lieve them. 
Again when McNamara, In Jan­ 
uary, 1964, 
told th e House 
Armed Forces committee that 
he hoped “ the major part of the 
U.S. military task could be 
completed by the end of 1965,” 
Congress had no reason to dis­ 
believe him. 
It also believed him when he 
came back from Viet Nam last 
month and announced: “ We have 
stopped losing the war.” How­ 
ever, the real fact Is we have 
not stopped losing, and the re­ 
quest of Gen. Westmoreland for 
double the present number of 
troops is clear evidence of that 
fact. 
The public may also wonder 
whether the American press has 
been at fault in the failure to 
report the tragic little-by-llt- 
tle escalation of the war. Last 
summer, Arthur Sylvester, ef­ 
ficient assistant Secretary of 
Defense In charge of public 
relations, decided the Ameri­ 
can 
people were not truly 
aroused about the war and ar­ 
ranged to have approximately 
a hundred newsmen, TV photo­ 
graphers, 
commentators and 
feature writers sent to the war 
front at government expense. 
This is the first time the Amer­ 
ican taxpayers have paid for 
covering the war, and the move 
was open to some criticism 
that this was government-fi­ 
nanced propaganda. 
Sylvester argued that newsmen 
arriving on the scene would not 
feel obligated to the govern­ 
ment which paid their expenses 
but would write the truth. On 
the whole they did. However, 
they covered the glamor, the 
drama, the day-to-day happen­ 
ings, did not dig below the sur­ 
face to report the long-term 
significance, the fact that we 
were getting deeper and deep­ 
er Into a situation which neither 
the 
Japanese, during their 
World War n occupation, nor 
the French after ten years of 
fighting, could solve. 
LBJ LEANED TOO HEAVILY 
The tragedy of this war Is that 
probably the President of the 
United States was just as mis­ 
led -- at least at first — as 
the American people. He took 


Services 
Committee, 
and 
Chairman of the Senate Pre­ 
paredness Committee. All his 
contacts were 
with military 
men, so ifs only natural he 
should rely on them. 
He did take a few quick Jun­ 
kets around the world as vice 
president, but just enough to 
give him a veneer of foreign 
affairs knowledge, and such a 
veneer can be a very dan­ 
gerous thing. 
Other military advisers have 
differed drastically with the 
group now advising the Pres­ 
ident.

Matt Ridgway, then Army Chief 
of Staff, was so vigorous he 
almost threatened to resign. 
Gen. Nate Twining, Chief of the 
Air Force, was almost equal­

opposed. Admiral Arthur 
Radford, Chief of Naval Op­ 
erations, 
advocated airplane 
.strikes from carriers stationed 
offshore, but was very much 
against any land operation. 
Elsenhower took their advice. 
He would have had a rebel­ 
lious Joint Chiefs of Staff lf 
he had done otherwise. 
But the present Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have urged Johnson to 
do just the opposite. Perhaps 
this is because they have not 
been through the terrible ordeal 
of 
fighting massed oriental 
troops in the Korean War, where 
Gen. Ridgway took over from 
MacArthur as top commander 
or, as commander. Or, as some 
State Department advisers, at­ 
tending 
Army War College 
briefings, have said privately: 
“ The army is out to get revenge 
for Korea and wants war in Viet 
Nam at any price.” 
At any rate, Johnson's mili­ 
tary advisers have given him 
the wrong advice time after 
time. In any successful busi­ 
ness firm, those who give the 
wrong advice are demoted. Per­ 
haps it is time for LBJ to get 
a new set of advisers. 
WASHINGTON — This column 
recently reported on the case of 
the Albert Heffner family which 
had 
befriended civil rights 
workers in McComb, Miss., was 
forced to leave that city, and 
subsequently was given the run­ 
around by the supposedly civil 
rights-mlnded Johnson admin­ 
istration. 
Following publication of the 
column, a letter was received 
from Ellis L. Bert, New York 
attorney, which tells of his own 
experiences with the Heffner 
family In McComb. Mr. Bert 
writes: 
“ I was assigned to the COFO 
office in McComb primarily to 
Initiate an Insurance claim for 
damages done to the freedom 
school in an explosion. Several 
of the volunteers there told me 
of a white couple who had be­ 
friended them and was attempt­ 
ing to moderate opinion in Mc­ 
Comb in regard to the racial 
situation. It was suggested that 
I meet with Mr. Heffner and 
offer him any legal assistance 
he might desire. 
“ Two civil rights volunteers 
and myself met with Al Hef­ 
fner at the home of the Rev. 
Coulton Smith of the Episcopal 
Church of McComb. At that 
time, Al told us of his Inten­ 
tion to remain in Mississippi 
and attempt 
to bring about 
peaceable change. 
I argued 
against this, citing the example 
of the German Jews. 
“ The meeting ended and we 
left the church at ten-minute 
Intervals to prevent suspicion. 
No later than an hour after the 
meeting, Al Heffner came by 
my room at the Holiday Inn 
and showed me a registered let­ 
ter he had received from his 
landlord canceling his lease on 
the insurance brokerage office. 
“ Heffner, who the year before 
had placed better than two mil­ 
lion dollars of insurance, lost 
his whole business overnight. 
FLURRY OF TERRORISM 
“ The same evening there was 
a flurry of terrorism all over 
McComb. My legal aide was shot 
at from a passing car which 
was known to belong to Emmet 


Thornhill, an eminent racist. 
No arrest was made. A group 
of toughs drive up to a Negro 
restaurant and shouted for the 
walter to come out. When he 
did, one of the young punks 
pointed a revolver in his face 
and pulled the trigger--the gun 
misfired. 
“ The Rev. Coulton Smith was 
called by a vestryman who told 
him that the vestry had met;

ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS 


by LYNN TWITTY 


About ten years ago the Board 
of Education, with the help of 
a citizens advisory group, PTA 
officials, other Interested in­ 
dividuals and organizations, the 
schools professional staff and 
a firm of educational consul­ 
tants, developed a ten year plan 
for the progress and im prove­ 
ment of the school system . This 
"blue print*’ 
included: 
P ro­ 
gram , curriculum ; and build­ 
ing facilities. The purpose was 
to provide orderly and planned 
• procedures, 
in view of what 
was felt to be the commun- 
itie’s educational needs rather 
than haphazardly trying to meet 
each need as it arose. 
Most would agree that the plan 
has been successful and has 
term inated just about as those 
who helped develop It, thought 
It would. Some of the accom ­ 
plishments during this period 
were: the growth of a sound 
and well-balanced elem entary 
program , 
a secondary level 
curriculum now providing over 
90 units of high school work, 
through 
college preparatory, 
term inal education or specific 
vocational 
training; a broad 
choice 
of co -cu rricu lar a c ­ 
tivities and building plant de­ 
velopment of new structures: 
including the 18 classroom Lee 
Hunter 
Elem entary, 
the 12 
classroom Matthews Elem en­ 
tary, the 18 classroom South­ 
west Elem entary school, the 
ultram odern Senior Highschool 
plant with its latest addition, 
the SEMO Trade-Technical In­ 
s ta te . During the sam e period 
ten classroom s were added at 
the Lincoln school and the r e ­ 
mainder of that building was 
improved, the 
Middle School 
was modernized at a cost of 
approxim ately $200,000, mak­ 
ing it a reasonably adequate 
school plant for some years to 
come. Other accom plishm ents, 
according to the plan was the 
improvement of a special ed­ 
ucational program to take care 
of those children who did no 
fit well Into the regular classes 
and whose needs were not being 


met by them. We now have five 
teachers whose total time is 
devoted to this program and 
several 
others who devote 
some tim e to it. We now have 
five specially trained teachers 
working in guidance and coun­ 
seling while only one was avail­ 
able ten years ago. Other school 
services have progressed pro­ 
portionately. 
During the ten year period 
slightly 
over $3,000,000 of 
capital outlay, that Is im prove- 
- ments to the school system add­ 
ing to Its total worth, w ert 
made, yet, our bonded indebted­ 
ness 
is only about $300,000 
more than it was when the plan 
was initiated. 
Ten years ago our enrollm ent 
was 3,022; today It Is approxi­ 
m ately 3,900 and in addition 
we are providing classes for 
about 1,000 adults during the 
year. These are federally fi­ 
nanced. 
Now, after the holidays, the 
Board of Education will Initiate 
the 
development of 
another 
"decade of pro g ress” for the 
school system . They will again 
ask for the advice and a s sist­ 
ance of a council of citizens 
to be appointed for that purpose. 
PTA officials and other indiv­ 
iduals or organizations In the 
community who can ald in the 


plan will be asked to p artici­ 
pate. Stan Leggett, of the in­ 
ternationally known educational 
consulting firm of Engelhardt 
and Leggett, 
will participate 
providing knowledge and exper­ 
ience gained through working 
with school system s not only 
In the United States but In other 
countries. Those who worked 
on the original plan will rem em ­ 
ber Mr. Leggett, who partici­ 
pated in Its development. The 
schools professional staff will 
gather statistics and research 
data and with the Board of Ed- 
catlon will act as resource peo­ 
ple. This is the Board of Ed­ 
ucation’s attem pt to keep edu­ 
cational opportunities for this 
community in line with the needs 
that confront our children today 
and for the future. 


The 
final 
payments on the 
T ra d e-Technical building annex 
to the senior high school plant 
are being made. The total cost 
♦ for this building and equipment 
was $464,000 and of this the 
federal government paid $232,- 
000. 
Federal 
financing was 
made possible because this vo­ 
cational 
school has been d esi­ 
gnated an area Trade-Techni­ 
cal school by the M lssouriState 
Departm ent of Education 
and 
provides vocational training not 
only for al>out 300 Sikeston high 
school students but for over IOO 
students coming from neighlor- 
ing d istricts including C harles­ 
ton, East P ra irie, Matthews, 
Scott C entral, Kelly, Chaffee, 
and Illm o-Scott City. 
These schools pay for their 
cost of the operation and m ain­ 
tenance of the school on a per 
student basis. 


We have just been informed, 
by the State Department of Ed­ 
ucation, that our application 
for the establishm ent of a le arn ­ 
ing m aterial center, has l>een 
approved. We will get somewhat 
over $84,000 from the federal 
governm ent, through the State 
Departm ent of Education, to 
pay the cost of providing ad­ 
ditional learning m aterials: li­ 
b rary 
books 
and 
supplies; 
audio-visual m aterials; special 
teaching services for educa­ 
tionally deprived children; the 
establishm ent of learning cen­ 
te rs open for use by students 
after school hours and on Sat­ 
urdays and a number of other 
serv ices and m aterials aimed at 
better education for our stu­ 
dents. 
We have also made applica­ 
tion for several other projects 
designed to give our students 
Improved educational opfiortun- 
ities, which we think will be 
available to us under the E le­ 
m entary and Secondary Act of 
1965.

For its heavyweight units the 
company blends lim estone and 
silica sand with 3 /8 " to dust 
and 
1/4" to dust gradations 
in the lim estone furnished by 
Federal 
M aterials Co., Cape 
G irardeau, Mo. Silica sand is 
taken from a com pany-leased 
15-acre deposit in Sikeston. 
F or some of its split block 
H edrick uses a naturally-pig- 
mented lim estone supplied by 
Gray Point Q uarry at Scott City, 
Mo. This m aterial produces a 
very warm buff-colored unit 
without the addition of coloring 
m aterial. Tam m s color pig­ 
m ents are used in the balance 
of the split block line. 
Truck - delivered aggregates 
are deposited directly into a 
IO-ton ground-level hopper and 
raised to the plant storage bins 
over an 18" by 156' belt con­ 
veyor. The three-com partm ent 
plant bin has a total storage 
capacity of 160 tons com pris­ 
ing two sections of 50-ton and 
one of 60-ton capacity. Cement 
is loaded pneumatically from 
delivery trucks into a 200-bbl. 
cement silo; cement from this 
silo 
is delivered to the ce­ 
ment compartment of the 54- 
cu. ft. weighbatcher through a 
screw conveyor. Cleveland vi­ 
b rato rs are installed on the 
cem ent silo and cement hopper 
and also on the block machine 
hopper. 


Automatic 
batching, mixing 
and m oisture control are gov­ 
erned by a M ix-M tzer installa­ 
tion teamed with a Thurman 
4 -beam scale (three aggregates 
and one cement). A Columbia 
50-cu. 
ft. 
m ixer feeds m a­ 
terial into a 54-cu. ft. skiphoist 
to serve the Columbia Super 
12 (12" high) block machine. 
This machine, incidentally, is 
equipped with Columbia's re ­ 
cently-introduced air-operated 
pallet table. A Columbia auto­ 
m atic rack loader and unload­ 
e r com pletes the manufacturing 
equipment arrangem ent. 
Presently, all cubing is done 
manually, but the plant has been 
designed to provide room for 
eventual installation 
of me­ 
chanical cubing equipment. 
Hedrick uses Alpha and M ar­ 
quette block cem ents in com ­ 
bination with 
Edick's 
400 
plasticizer and Swift's w ater­ 
proofing additives. Edicot is 
used for m ixer maintenance 
and 
Beher’s oil for pallets. 
W alter Hedrick pointed out in 
our tour of the plant that the 
.use of 440-volt power for all 
m otor-driven equipment 
had 
effected a worthwhile reduction 
in the initial wiring costs and 
that 
additional savings were 
showing up in electricity bills. 
Com pressed a ir for the plant is 
provided through two 30-cfm 
com pressors 
each 
powered 
with a 5-hp. motor, operated in 
tandem. 


An American Standard gas- 
fired hot air furnace, installed 
on one wall of the machine 
room , is used to heat l>oth the 
plant and office areas; heat 
from the kilns also contributes 
to the com fort-index of the m a­ 
chine room. 
The 
Johnson direct - fired 
steam 
curing system 
is in­ 
stalled at the Hedrick plant. 
The A-6 unit size, which has 
a firing rate of 600,000 Btu 
per hour and is designed for a 
kiln capacity of 1,600 to 2,400 
8x8x16 equivalents, is installed 
on 
each of tjie three 
kilns 
presently tn use. 
The Johnson system is com­ 
posed of the necessary equip­ 
ment to furnish heat and steam 


for the curing of all types of 
concrete masonry units on an 
individual kiln basis. The sy s­ 
tem is essentially the same as 
a low -pressure steam system in 
that block, o r other masonry 
units, in a saturated kiln atm o­ 
sphere. 
The system differs 
from a conventional low -pres­ 
sure 
steam system 
in the 
method of introducing heat and 
m oisture into the kiln. 


Each kiln at the Hedrick plant 
has 
its own vaporizing tank, 
gas burner, and kiln a ir circu­ 
lator. 
The gas burners are 
installed outside the kilns in 
weatherproof, ventilated sheet 
metal enclosures. The burner 
provides heat for evaporating 
the proper amount of m oisture 
from the vaporizing tank located 
inside the back wall of the kiln. 
The products of combustion are 
discharged into the kiln to fur­ 
nish additional heat for raising 
the block 
tem perature. The 
necessary m oisture is obtained 
from evaporation of water in 
the 
vaporizing tank and the 
m oisture in the 
products of 
combustion. 


Tlie purpose of the kiln air 
circulator is to provide a con­ 
stant movement of air to pro­ 
mote 
even 
tem peratures 
throughout 
the length of the 
kiln. The circulator motor and 
drive box is installed through 
an opening in the rea r wall of 
the kiln and is accessible from 
outside the kiln. The duct work 
of the circulator runs across the 
re a r wall of the kiln at ceiling 
height. A turbine blade drives 
the kiln air through the c ir­ 
culator at high velocity toward 
the front of the kiln to mix the 
products of combustion, steam , 
and kiln atm osphere. 


A therm ostat, taped to an in­ 
side kiln w a l l , cuts off the gas 
burner when the kiln tem pera­ 
ture reaches the desired level. 
At H edrick's, kiln tem perature 
is raised to 190 degrees F. 
and maintained at that level for 
six hours before burner cutoff. 
Each kiln is equipped with an 
exhaust fan controlled by an 
autom atic 
tim e clock which 
sta rts the fan at 6:00 a.m. to 
exhaust kiln steam well in ad­ 
vance of its opening at 7:30 
a.m . 


Kiln doors are made of chan­ 
nel iron fram es covered with 
aluminum sheets enclosing 2" 
Styrofoam insulation. The doors 
are equipped to hook tightly into 
place over the kiln openings 
and are light enough for two 
men to handle them with ease. 
Company gas bills have been 
averaging $75 a month, a figure 
readily recognizable as being 
considerably lower than aver­ 
age fuel costs for alternative 
methods of generating curing 
steam . 


An 8,000-lb. Yale forklift is 
used in the plant to handle racks 
in and out of the kilns and 
two cubes at a time out of the 
plant to yard stockpiles. A Clark 
3,500-lb forklift and a Clark 
Y-40 4,000-lb. 
forklift, both 
of which handle single cubes, 
are used to load delivery trucks. 
An International front-end load­ 
e r with a 1/2-cu. yd. bucket is 
used to load sand and gravel.

with a 13-ton Powers

In one way or another, the 
blast has touched the lives of 
virtually every family in Keo­ 
kuk and su m unding communi­ 
ties of Illinois, Iowa and Mis­ 
souri. 
It also has touched the hearts 
and opened the pocketbooks of 
people all over the United States 


and as far away as Australia, 
Hawaii and British Columbia. 
Kenneth Anderson of Burling­ 
ton, who was calling the square 
dance the night of the tragedy 
and escaped with minor burns, 
has devoted much of his time 
since to helping raise money for 
the disaster benefit fUnd. More 
than $40,000 already has come 
in. 
"Money is our need," said 
Anderson. "We would like to 
have a quarter of a million dol­ 
la rs.”

C hristes M asse, then Christ’s M ass, until it 
acquired its present spelling. The day is still 
known in many European countries as “ Christ’s 
Birthday” and is called Noel by the French, 
Natale by the Italians, Weihnacht by the Germans, 
and Yulen Jul by the Scandinavians. 
Most scholars agree that Dec. 25 is most

certainly not the birthday anniversary of the 
Savior and that He was not born in what we 
now measure as 1 A.D. The custom of cele­ 
brating Christ’s birthday on Dec. 25 originated 
in Rome in the fourth century of the Christian 
Era, some say in 354 A.D. The Roman monk 
Dionysius Exiguus, who made the calculations 
for the calendar in the sixth century, probably 
misplaced A.D. 1 by at least six years. 
Herod the Great, according to the current 
Gregorian calendar, died in 4 B.C. He is 
said to have put to death the boy babies in 
Bethlehem who were two years old and younger. 
The first Christmas may have been as early 
as 6 B. C. H. W. van der Veart Smit, the Evan­ 
gelical m inister who was converted to Catholic­ 
ism , in his Born in Bethlehem: Christmas as 
It Really Was notes that there was a conjunc­ 
tion of the planets Saturn and Jupiter in 7 B.C. 
This could have been the “ Star of Bethlehem.” 
In finally choosing Dec. 25 for Christmas, 
the early Church fathers probably were not 
unmindful that the Roman feast week of the 
Saturnalia ended on Dec. 24, after which some 
of the ijoul would be in order. 
Worshippers of the Persian god Mithras cele­ 
brated Dec. 25 as the advent of the Sun, 
The place of Christ’s birth is much better 
established than the tim e. If you went to Bethle­ 
hem this Christmas and asked to see where 
Jesus Christ was born, the inhabitants would 
direct you unhesitatingly to a sm all grotto, 
or cave, beneath the Church of the Nativity. 
A history sponsored by the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and Cultural Organi­ 
zation (UNESCO) fixes the year of the Savior’s 
birth at 6 B.C. All the historical quibbling is 
of little significance to the real meaning of 
Christmas, which can be read in the face of 
alm ost any child at some moment on Christmas 
Day.

NEW YORK (AP)—is Christ- 
mas what it used to be? 
Many middle-aged and elderly 
people say it isn’t. They say 
Christmas4ike everything else 
nowadays—has gone downhill. 
They say it has been mer­ 
chandised to death, and the 
warm human spiritual glow has 
departed from it. 
’’Kids get too much now,” 
they grumble.

We usually decorated the tree 
ourselves with home-made red 
and white strings of cranberries 
and popcorn and topped it with 
a star made from the tinfoil 
from a package of cigarettes. 


“Nobody opened his presents 
until all the family had come 
shivering 
downstairs, 
and 
warmed 
themselves 
by the 
stove. 
“ Each kid found a stocking 
filled with fruit and nuts and 
cheap hard candy. There was 
always a big golden orange at 
the bottom of the stocking, and 
it was highly prized. About the 
only other time in the winter a 
child got a fresh orange was 
when he was given castor oil. 
“ There weren’t very many 
packages around the tree. Most 
of the presents were useful.” 
At this point the old-timer 
wipes a misty eye and says, “I 
can still remember the taste of 
that orange at the bottom of my 
stocking.” 
But if you hand him an orange 
now and tell him, ’^iv e it up, 
Pops,” he thinks you’re out of 
your mind. 
Well, maybe those good old 
Christmases 
were 
better. 
Maybe prosperity is wrecking 
us. Perhaps it is undermining 
our character today because we 
gather around our Christmas 
tree in a well-heated living 
room instead of one 
half­ 
warmed by an iron stove. 
It is possible that we now 
overdo it in the matter of giving 
children gifts. 
But, on the other hand, no 
parents who see the excited 
delight in their child’s eyes as 
he 
opens 
his 
Christmas 
presents really feel that they 
have ruined the child for life. 
The best Christmas is the one 
that makes you happiest, wheth­ 
er you celebrated it 50 years 
ago - or do this week. But each 
is filled with wonder and glory.

Ladies Assert Equal Employ­ 
ment Law Gives Them Right 
To Have As Many Illegitimate 
Children as Men. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: — Sex 
is as sex does. And Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Jr., whose offi­ 
cial task it Is to see that one 
sex Is never more equal than 
another, now has a Solomonic 
problem before him. 
At least 71 women have com­ 
plained that the big glass firm 
which employs them has a poli­ 
cy of firing any lady who has 
borne two 
illegitimate chil­ 
dren. This is rank discrimina­ 
tion, they have charged official­ 
ly. They insist the policy should 
cut two ways. Their employer, 
"they say, should also fire any 
male worker 
who has sired 
more 
than one illegitimate 
child. 
It's all In the record. The re ­ 
port prepared by the Philadel­ 
phia section of the Equal Em­ 
ployment Opportunity Commis­ 
sion (EEOC) was sent down to 
Washington on Nov. 30 
for 
loftier wisdom. 
The protesting ladies, accord­ 
ing to the report, are employed 
by the Huntington, West Va., 
division of the Owens - Illi­ 
nois Glass Co., headquartered 
in Toledo, O. The distaff per­ 
sonnel are members of a staid 
union, the Glass Bottle Blow­ 
ers Assn. It is led by Lee 
Minton, who also is a national 
AFL-CIO vice president. 
A 
government official ex­ 
plained to this column that the 
policy on illegitimate children 
has been In effect for some time 
but that, of course, no one knows 
when it has been Invoked or 
against whom for reasons of 
confidential and sensitive rela­ 
tionships between corporation 
and the ladies. 
But there is no doubt of the 
seriousness 
of the women's 
protest. It is point five of a 
number of other complaints— 
such as company preference for 
men crew leaders, quality In­ 
spectors and testers of general 
work. 
Admittedly this Is a rathei 
unique protest by the ladles 
who say that if mother is pun­ 
ished so should father, if there 
Is a limit on the female there 
should be one on the male's 
proclivities. 
But the entire matter of wom­ 
en and children and special 
personnel policies affecting fe­ 
male workers, under Title Sev­ 
en of the Equal Employment Op­ 
portunity Act, 
has 
deeply 
troubled labor leaders and gov­ 
ernment officials as well at 
corporation executives. 
One of those now studying the 
problem in depth is the scholar­ 


ly president of the Office and 
Professional Employes Union, 
Howard Coughlin. 
“ This law could revolutionize 
hiring, affect tens of thousands 
of insurance policies covering 
health and welfare programs, 
change collective bargaining 
and, indeed, affect the econo­ 
my,” Coughlin said. “ It should 
be remembered that women 
make up one third of America’s 
work force.” 


Mr. Coughlin's reference was 
to the fact that Title Seven rul­ 
ings Indicate that It will be ille­ 
gal to Issue policies which give 
the male greater coverage than 
female employes. Virtually all 
policies and coverage plans now 
give more life Insurance to men 
than women. Most of these poli­ 
cies give males greater bene­ 
fits for their dependents. 
“ In laying down a rule that 
there cannot be any sex dis­ 
crimination,” said 
Coughlin, 
“ in benefits and costs under a 
medical insurance plan, 
the 
government, be it the EEOC, 
the Wage and Hour Adminis­ 
tration or any other division, 
will change the majority of 
existing insurance plans. This 
is but one of the ways in which 
labor-management negotiations 
will be deeply affected.” 
Billions on billions of dollars 
will be involved In the equaliza­ 
tion process as all 
federal 
agencies swing into full en­ 
forcement of 
the equal 
sex 
law. 


On the question of children, 
for example, there Is the im­ 
pact of the legitimate ones. 
Many firms are reluctant to 
hire women with preschool age 
children unless the female is 
divorced or putting her hus­ 
band through college. 
The businessmen believe the 
mother who has a working hus­ 
band will stay home If the young­ 
sters have a sniffle. Such whole­ 
sale absenteeism during 
the 
winter months costs millions. 
But the law now says it Is ille­ 
gal 
to discriminate against 
women if they have children, 
unless the same rule applies to 
the men. 
Many companies fire the ladies 
when they marry. The law says 
that this must now be true of 
men. 
Many other large corporations 
don't train distaffers for up­ 
grading to executive positions 
on the theory that they'll quit 
when they have children or sim­ 
ply will retire much earlier than 
men. From now on this is Ille­ 
gal discrimination. 
So brace yourselves, gentle­ 
men. There no longer is such 
a thing as a man's job.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — When Presi­ 
dent Johnson last July gave the 
green light to upping U.S. mili­ 
tary forces In Viet Nam from 
75,000 to 125,000 men, he re ­ 
marked to a close' personal 
friend: “ I have got the feeling 
that we are headed for trouble.” 
With American forces In Viet 
Nam now 180,000 and with Gen. 
Westmoreland asking for 200,- 
000 more—a total of 380,000— 
it looks as if the President's 
intuition was accurate. 
One 
important point which 
A merlean military leaders now 
emphasize privately is that they 
told the President last July that 
much 
heavier troop commit­ 
ments would be necessary and- 
that Gen. Westmoreland's cur­ 
rent request is not new to him .. 
This is ture. Furthermore, the 
President left himself a loop­ 
hole when on July 28 he an­ 
nounced the troop buildup and 
said that he would further in­ 
crease 
American strength If 
such action was dictated by the 
course of the war. 
The public, however, didn't pay 
much attention to the loophole, 
and in general It can be stated 
that the American people have 
been more poorly Informed re­ 
garding this war than any other 
in history. Almost overnight 
they woke up to the fact that 
what they regarded as a police 
action was a full-blown war with 
as many troops involved as in 
the Korean War—and still we 
have no formal declaration of 
war. 
Only a short time ago this was 
an operation run by American 
military 
advisers, and the 
American public has not fol­ 
lowed very clearly the steps 
by which it was escalated. 
READING PUBLIC MISLED 
There is a good reason for 
this. If you read the day-to- 
day communiques issued by Sai­ 
gon, it has appeared that we 
have 
won every battle. 
We 
haven't. Again if you read some 
of the statements issued by 
Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara or Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, it would appear that 
long ago we were on the way 
to victory. We weren't. 
But when Rusk and McNamara 
issued 
a joint statement 
In 
lonolulu Nov. 20, 1963, pro- 
nlslng that U.S. troops would 
begin leaving South Viet Nam 
Dec. 3, 1964, the American 
people had every reason to be­ 
lieve them. 
Again when McNamara, in Jan­ 
uary, 1964, 
told th e House 
Armed Forces committee that 
he hoped “ the major part of the 
U.S. military task could be 
completed by the end of 1965,” 
Congress had no reason to dis­ 
believe him. 
It also believed him when he 
came back from Viet Nam last 
month and announced: “ We have 
stopped losing the war.” How­ 
ever, the real fact is we have 
not stopped losing, and the re ­ 
quest of Gen. Westmoreland for 
double the present number of 
troops Is clear evidence of that 
fact. 
The public may also wonder 
whether the American press has 
been at fault in the failure to 
report the tragic little-by-lit­ 
tle escalation of the war. Last 
summer, Arthur Sylvester, ef­ 
ficient assistant Secretary of 
Defense In charge of public 
relations, decided the Ameri­ 
can 
people were not truly 
aroused about the war and a r­ 
ranged to have approximately 
a hundred newsmen, TV photo­ 
graphers, 
commentators and 
feature writers sent to the war 
front at government expense. 
This Is the first time the Amer­ 
ican taxpayers have paid for 
covering the war, and the move 
was open to some criticism 
that this was government-fi­ 
nanced propaganda. 
Sylvester argued that newsmen 
arriving on the scene would not 
feel obligated to the govern­ 
ment which paid their expenses 
but would write the truth. On 
the whole they did. However, 
they covered the glamor, the 
drama, the day-to-day happen­ 
ings, did not dig below the sur­ 
face to report the long-term 
significance, the fact that we 
were getting deeper and deep­ 
er into a situation which neither 
the 
Japanese, during their 
World War n occupation, nor 
the French after ten years of 
fighting, could solve. 
LBJ LEANED TOO HEAVILY 
The tragedy of this war is that 
probably the President of the 
United States was just as mis­ 
led — at least at first -- as 
the American people. He took 


the word of his military ad­ 
visers. He made a mistake, 
of course, both in picking his 
advisers and In relying on them 
so heavily. 
The President's chief weak­ 
ness as chief executive is that 
he has had little experience In 
foreign affairs: when he was In 
Congress, he was a member 
of the House Naval Affairs Com­ 
mittee, then the Senate Armed_ 
Services 
Committee, 
and' 
Chairman of the Senate Pre­ 
paredness Committee. All his 
contacts were 
with military 
men, so It's only natural he 
should rely on them. 
He did take a few quick jun­ 
kets around the world as vice 
president, but just enough to 
give him a veneer of foreign 
affairs knowledge, and such a 
veneer can be a very dan­ 
gerous thing. 
Other military advisers have 
differed drastically with the 
group now advising the Pres­ 
ident. In 1954 when Elsenhower 
was urged by Vice President 
Nixon to get involved in this 
same area of Indo-Chlna, Ike's 
military advisers said no. Gen. 
Matt Rldgway, then Army Chief 
of Staff, was so vigorous he 
almost threatened to resign. 
Gen. Nate Twining, Chief of the 
Air Force, was almost equal­ 
ly 
opposed. Admiral Arthur 
Radford, Chief of Naval Op­ 
erations, 
advocated airplane 
.strikes from carriers stationed 
offshore, but was very much 
against any land operation. 
Elsenhower took their advice. 
He would have had a rebel­ 
lious Joint Chiefs of Staff If 
he had done otherwise. 
But the present Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have urged Johnson to 
do just the opposite. Perhaps 
this Is because they have not 
been through the terrible ordeal 
of 
fighting massed oriental 
troops In the Korean War, where 
Gen. Ridgway took over from 
MacArthur as top commander 
or, as commander. Or, as some 
State Department advisers, at­ 
tending 
Army War College 
briefings, have said privately: 
“ The army is out to get revenge 
for Korea and wants war In Viet 
Nam at any price.” 
At any rate, Johnson's mili­ 
tary advisers have given him 
the 
wrong advice time after 
time. In any successful busi­ 
ness firm, those who give the 
wrong advice are demoted. Per­ 
haps It is time for LBJ to get 
a new set of advisers. 
WASHINGTON — This column 
recently reported on the case of 
the Albert Heffner family which 
had 
befriended civil rights 
workers inMcComb, Miss., was 
forced to leave that city, and 
subsequently was given the run­ 
around by the supposedly civil 
rlghts-mlnded Johnson admin­ 
istration. 
Following publication of the 
column, a letter was received 
from Ellis L. Bert, New York 
attorney, which tells of his own 
experiences with the Heffner 
family In McComb. Mr. Bert 
writes: 
“ I was assigned to the COFO 
office in McComb primarily to 
initiate an insurance claim for 
damages done to the freedom 
school in an explosion. Several 
of the volunteers there told me 
of a white couple who had be­ 
friended them and was attempt­ 
ing to moderate opinion in Mc­ 
Comb in regard to the racial 
situation. It was suggested that 
I meet with Mr. Heffner and 
offer him any legal assistance 
he might desire. 
“ Two civil rights volunteers 
and myself met with A1 Hef­ 
fner at the home of the Rev. 
Coulton Smith of the Episcopal 
Church of McComb. At that 
time, A1 told us of his Inten­ 
tion to remain in Mississippi 
and attempt 
to bring about 
peaceable change. 
I argued 
against this, citing the example 
of the German Jews. 
“ The meeting ended and we 
left the church at ten-minute 
intervals to prevent suspicion. 
No later than an hour after the 
meeting, A1 Heffner came by 
my room at the Holiday Inn 
and showed me a registered let­ 
ter he had received from his 
landlord canceling his lease on 
the insurance brokerage office. 
“ Heffher, who the year before 
had placed better than two mil­ 
lion dollars of insurance, lost 
his whole business overnight. 
FLURRY OF TERRORISM 
“ The same evening there was 
a flurry of terrorism all over 
McComb. My legal aide was shot 
at from a passing car which 
was known to belong to Emmet 


Thornhill, an eminent racist. 
No arrest was made. A group 
of toughs drive up to a Negro 
restaurant and shouted for the 
waiter to come out. When he 
did, one of the young punks 
pointed a revolver in his face 
and pulled the trigger—the gun 
misfired. 
“ The Rev. Coulton Smith was 
called by a vestryman who told 
.him that the vestry had met; 
and advised him to break his 
association with Heffner and us, 
and begin his vacation immedi­ 
ately. 
“I corresponded briefly with 
A1 Heffner after my return to 
New York In August. Then about 
3 a.m. September 4 ,1 received 
a long distance call from A1 
Heffner in McComb. He could no 
longer hold out. His house was 
surrounded by terrorists and 
the police would not respond 
to his calls for help. I immedi­ 
ately notified the New York 
Post and the wire services who 
In turn began to place calls to 
the McComb police. This forced 
them to send help.” 
Heffner came to Washington 
to give his support to the John­ 
son 
administration on civil 
rights problems, but he got the 
runaround. 
STEELWORKER REVENGE 
It looks as If members of the 
United Steel 
Workers Union 
should join an office union for 
their own protection. 
Way back on June 21, 1936, 
Mrs. Agnes Vaughn attended the 
first meeting of the old Steel­ 
workers organizing committee 
on the banks of the Allegheny 
River at McKeesport, Pa. She 
worked for the union then for 
seven years, until her m arri­ 
age. 
For the last five years Mrs. 
Vaughn has been back with the 
Steelworkers in their Tampa 
office. But the other day she 
was fired. 
She made the mistake of being 
for the re-election of Dave Mc­ 
Donald as president. Dave lost 
and I. W. Abel was elected. 
Abel not only cleaned out Mrs. 
Vaughn 
but appointed Estes 
Riffe as assistant to the execu­ 
tive in charge of district 36-G 
Tampa. Riffe has a police rec­ 
ord or arrest for assault and 
battery in 1952 at Bartow, Fla.; 
a conviction for assault and 
battery at Louisville, Ky., April 
8, 1955; 50 days in jail for 
assault and battery January 7, 
1963 in Tampa; 12 days In 
jail for contempt of court for 
failure to support his family 
in 1964. 
On June 13, 1963, I. W. Abel 
wrote 
his fellow Steelworker

ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS 


b y LY N N T W IT T Y 


About ten years ago the Board 
of Education, with the help of 
a citizens advisory group, PTA 
officials, other Interested in­ 
dividuals and organizations, the 
schools professional staff and 
a firm of educational consul­ 
tants, developed a ten year plan 
for the progress and im prove­ 
ment of the school system . This 
“ blue print” 
included: 
P ro­ 
gram , curriculum ; and build­ 
ing facilities. The purpose was 
to provide orderly and planned 
.procedures, 
in 
was felt to be 
itie’s educational needs rather 
than haphazardly trying to meet 
each need as it arose. 
Most would agree that the plan 
has been successful and has 
term inated just about as those 
who helped develop it, thought 
It would. Some of the accom ­ 
plishm ents during this period 
were: the growth of a sound 
and well-balanced elem entary 
program , 
a secondary level 
curriculum now providing over 
90 units of high school work, 
through 
college preparatory, 
term inal education or specific 
vocational 
training; a broad 
choice 
of co -curricular ac ­ 
tivities and building plant de­ 
velopment of new structures: 
including the 18 classroom Lee 
Hunter 
Elem entary, 
the 12 
classroom Matthews Elem en­ 
tary , the 18 classroom South­ 
west Elem entary school, the 
ultram odern Senior High School 
plant with its latest addition, 
the SEMO Trade-Technical In- 
situte. During the sam e period 
ten classroom s were added at 
the Lincoln school and the r e ­ 
m ainder of that building was 
improved, the Middle School 
was modernized at a cost of 
approxim ately $200,000, mak­ 
ing it a reasonably adequate 
school plant for some years to 
come. Other accom plishm ents, 
according to the plan was the 
im provem ent of a special ed­ 
ucational program to take care 
of those children who did no 
fit well into the regular classes 
and whose needs were notbeiner 


met by them. We now have five 
teachers whose total tim e Is 
devoted to this program and 
several 
others who devote 
som e tim e to It. We now have 
five specially trained teachers 
working in guidance and coun­ 
seling while only one was avail­ 
able ten years ago. Other school 
serv ices have progressed p ro­ 
portionately. 
During the ten year period 
slightly 
over $3,000,000 of 
capital outlay, that Is im prove- 
vlew of what - m ents to the school system add- 
the commun- 
ing to its total worth, were 
made, yet, our bonded Indebted­ 
ness Is only about $300,000 
m ore than it was when the plan 
was initiated. 
Ten years ago our enrollm ent 
was 3,022; today It is approxi­ 
m ately 3,900 and In addition 
we are providing classes for 
about 1,000 adults during the 
year. These are federally fi­ 
nanced. 
Now, after the holidays, the 
Board of Education will initiate 
the 
development of 
another 
“ decade of p rogress” for the 
school system . They will again 
ask for the advice and a s s is t­ 
ance of a council of citizens 
to be appointed for that purpose. 
PTA officials and other Indiv­ 
iduals o r organizations in the 
community who can aid In the 


plan will be asked to p artici­ 
pate. Stan Leggett, of the in­ 
ternationally known educational 
consulting firm of Engelhardt 
and Leggett, will participate 
providing knowledge and exper­ 
ience gained through working 
with school system s not only 
in the United States but in other 
countries. Those who worked 
on the original plan will rem em ­ 
b er Mr. Leggett, who p artici­ 
pated in its development. The 
schools professional staff will 
gather statistics and research 
data and with the Board of Ed- 
catlon will act as resource peo­ 
ple. This is the Board of Ed­ 
ucation’s attem pt to keep edu­ 
cational opportunities for this 
community Inline with the needs 
that confront our children today 
and for the future. 


The final payments on the 
Trade-Technical building annex 
to the senior high school plant 
a re being made. The total cost 
*for this building and equipment 
was $464,000 and of this the 
federal government paid $232,- 
000. 
Federal 
financing was 
made possible because this vo­ 
cational school has been d esi­ 
gnated an area Trade-Techni­ 
cal school by the M issouri State 
Department of Education 
and 
provides vocational training not 
only for about 300 Sikeston high 
school students but for over 100 
students coming from neighlor- 
lng d istricts including C harles­ 
ton, East P ra irie, Matthews, 
Scott Central, Kelly, Chaffee, 
and nim o-Scott City. 
These schools pay for their 
cost of the operation and m ain­ 
tenance of the school on a per 
student basis. 


We have just been informed, 
by the State Department of Ed­ 
ucation, that our application 
for the establishm ent of a le a rn ­ 
ing m aterial center, has been 
approved. We will get somewhat 
over $84,000 from the federal 
government, through the State 
Department of Education, to 
pay the cost of providing ad­ 
ditional learning m aterials: li­ 
brary 
books 
and 
supplies; 
audio-visual m aterials; special 
teaching services for educa­ 
tionally deprived children; the 
establishm ent of learning cen­ 
te rs open for use by students 
after school hours and on Sat­ 
urdays and a number of other 
services and m aterials aimed at 
better education for our stu ­ 
dents. 
We have also made applica­ 
tion for several other projects 
designed to give our students 
Improved educational opportun­ 
ities, which we think will be 
available to us under the E le­ 
m entary and Secondary Act of 
1965.

Boosts Own Wares 


Pictures and text from the 
December Issue of Modern 
Concrete magazine. 
Those who feel strongly that 
producers of concrete and con­ 
crete products put their best 
promotional bet on the line 
when 
they use their 
own 
products to build their own 
plants have another fine witness 
to buttress their case in the 
new block plant of Hedrick Con­ 
crete Products Corp. at Sikes- 
ton, Mo. 
Located on five acres at the 
south edge of town, the new 
plant, put into production No­ 
vember 1, 1964, is an excep­ 
tionally good example of care­ 
fully-handled concrete masonry 
construction coupled with imag­ 
inative selection of products for 
the job. 
As will be noted in several of 
the 
accompanying 
pictures, 
decorative treatment was given 
to both the exterior and interior 
walls of the plant and office 
structures. The upper exterior 
walls of the main part of the 
plant building were provided 
with an interesting sun and 
shadow effect by laying solid 
units at right angles to the 
running surface of the wall 
and letting these units protrude. 
Exterior 
kiln 
walls 
were 
erected in a plain running bond, 
but careful attention was given 
to the masonry work. 
At the far end of the kiln 
structure 
a 
six-segmented 
screen wall was erected to 
serve the dual purpose of pro­ 
viding an attractive display of 
the company’s solar units and 
to afford screening and pro­ 
tection for that portion of the 
curing equipment installed out­ 
side the end walls of the kilns. 
The exterior and Interior walls 
of the office building were con­ 
structed of split block, again 
with careful attention paid to 
the masonry work. A variety 
of 
product coverage 
was 
achieved on the interior walls 
of the several rooms of the of­ 
fice without creating the effect 
of a contrived display. 
Walter N. Hedrick, president 
of the company, has a lot of 
enthusiasm for the block busi­ 
ness, and a good deal of it is 
evident as he proudly shows a 
visitor around his new plant. 
P rior to his move to Sikeston 
in 1964, he owned and operated 
Quality Concrete Products in 
Delta, Mo., a few miles north­ 
west of Sikeston. With the move 
to Sikeston, production at Delta 
was closed down and that part 
of the operating equipment not 
usable at the new plant was 
disposed of. 
Other Sikeston people active in 
the management of the new 
company include: Earl Jarvis, 
executive vice-president; Rob­ 
e rt Matthews, vice-president; 
David Blanton, secretary; and 
Lowell Webb, treasurer. 
Hedrick’s marketing area lies 
within a 100-mile radiousofthe 
plant and embraces parts of four 
states -- Arkansas, Illinois, 
Kentucky and Tennessee — in 
addition, of course, to a re ­ 
spectable portion of southeast­ 
ern Missouri. 
Daily block production, with 
about six hours of machine 
operation, averages a bit more 
than 6,000 units, 8x8x16 equiv­ 
alent. The company is also in 
the early stages of setting up 
precasting facilities to produce 
small specialty units such as 
lintels, 
sills, coping, steps, 
parking block, splash block, 
block for walkways, etc. Spill­ 
man Ezy-Stryp forms will be 
used to precast many of these 
products. Screen wall units and 
Shadowal units are made on 
the block machine. 
Hedrick’s plant building, ex­ 
clusive 
of offices and curing 
kilns, is a 60’ square struc­ 
ture. Extending out from this 
building is a structure enclos­ 
ing four atmospheric-pressure 
curing kilns, each 60’ long, 8’ 
high and 9’4” wide. Each kiln 
holds 
seventeen 
126-block 
racks. Present production re ­ 
quires the use of only three of 
the four kilns. 
Exterior 
walls of the kiln 
structure are 
constructed of 
12” 
lightweight block with 
Zonolite fill in the cores. Kiln 
partition walls were erected 
with 8” lightweight block. The 
roof over the four kilns is an 
assembly of 4” thick precast 
concrete 
hollow - core slabs 
topped with a 2” layer of Styro­ 
foam insulation, plus one 3/4” 
layer of bituminous - coated 
wallboard, and three layers of 
built-up tarred roofing. 
Arkalite, an expanded clay, 
bought in a single graduation 
' 1/8” to dust) is shipped by 
ail from Arkansas Lightweight 
iggregate 
Corp., 
England, 
trk , to a siding in Sikeston. 
ledrick uses a Beltveyor port- 
ible conveyor to unload the cars 
Into its own trucks for delivery 


to the plant. The need for this 
extra handling will be elim i­ 
nated if current negotiations for 
a plantside rail spur are suc­ 
cessful. 
For its heavyweight units the 
company blends limestone and 
silica sand with 3/ 8” to dust 
and 1/4” to dust gradations 
in the limestone furnished by 
Federal Materials Co., Cape 
Girardeau, Mo. Silica sand is 
taken from a company-leased 
15-acre deposit in Sikeston. 
For some of its split block 
Hedrick uses a naturally-plg- 
mented limestone supplied by 
Gray Point Quarry at Scott City, 
Mo. This material produces a 
very warm buff-colored unit 
without the addition of coloring 
m aterial. Tam ms color pig­ 
ments are used in the balance 
of the split block line. 
Truck - delivered aggregates 
are deposited directly into a 
10-ton ground-level hopper and 
raised to the plant storage bins 
over an 18” by 156’ belt con­ 
veyor. The three-compartment 
plant bin has a total storage 
capacity of 160 tons com pris­ 
ing two sections of 50-ton and 
one of 60-ton capacity. Cement 
is loaded pneumatically from 
delivery trucks into a 200-bbl. 
cement silo; cement from this 
silo is delivered to the ce­ 
ment compartment of the 54- 
cu. ft. weighbatcher through a 
screw conveyor. Cleveland vi­ 
brators are installed on the 
cement silo and cement hopper 
and also on the block machine 
hopper. 


Automatic 
batching, mixing 
and moisture control are gov­ 
erned by a Mix-Mizer installa­ 
tion teamed with a Thurman 
4 -beam scale (three aggregates 
and one cement). A Columbia 
50-cu. ft. 
mixer feeds ma­ 
terial into a 54-cu. ft. skiphoist 
to serve the Columbia Super 
12 (12” high) block machine. 
This machine, incidentally, is 
equipped with Columbia’s re ­ 
cently-introduced air-operated 
pallet table. A Columbia auto­ 
matic rack loader and unload­ 
e r completes the manufacturing 
equipment arrangement. 
Presently, all cubing is done 
manually, but the plant has been 
designed to provide room for 
eventual installation 
of me­ 
chanical cubing equipment. 
Hedrick uses Alpha and Mar­ 
quette block cements in com­ 
bination with 
Edick’s 
400 
plasticizer and Swift’s water­ 
proofing additives. Edicot is 
used for mixer maintenance 
and Beher’s oil for pallets. 
Walter Hedrick pointed out in 
our tour of the plant that the 
.use of 440-volt power for all 
motor-driven equipment 
had 
effected a worthwhile reduction 
in the initial wiring costs and 
that additional savings were 
showing up in electricity bills. 
Compressed air for the plant is 
• provided through two 30-cfm 
com pressors 
each 
powered 
with a 5-hp. motor, operated in 
tandem. 
An American Standard gas- 
lired hot air furnace, installed 
on one wall of the machine 
room, is used to heat both the 
plant and office areas; heat 
from the kilns also contributes 
to the comfort-index of the ma­ 
chine room. 
The 
Johnson direct - fired 
steam curing system is in­ 
stalled at the Hedrick plant. 
The A-6 unit size, which has 
a firing rate of 600,000 Btu 
per hour and is designed for a 
kiln capacity of 1,600 to 2,400 
8x8x16 equivalents, is installed 
on 
each of tjie three 
kilns 
presently tp use. 
The Johnson system is com­ 
posed of the necessary equip­ 
ment to furnish heat and steam 


for the curing of all types of 
concrete masonry units on an 
individual kiln basis. The sys­ 
tem is essentially the same as 
a low-pressure steam system in 
that block, or other masonry 
units, in a saturated kiln atmo­ 
sphere. 
The system differs 
from a conventional low -pres­ 
sure 
steam system 
in the 
method of introducing heat and 
moisture into the kiln. 


Each kiln at the Hedrick plant 
has its own vaporizing tank, 
gas burner, and kiln air circu­ 
lator. The gas burners are 
installed outside the kilns in 
weatherproof, ventilated sheet 
metal enclosures. The burner 
provides heat for evaporating 
the proper amount of moisture 
from the vaporizing tank located 
inside the back wall of the kiln. 
The products of combustion are 
discharged into the kiln to fur­ 
nish additional heat for raising 
the block 
temperature. The 
necessary moisture is obtained 
from evaporation of water in 
the vaporizing tank and the 
moisture in the 
products of 
combustion. 


The purpose of the kiln air 
circulator is to provide a con­ 
stant movement of air to pro­ 
mote 
even 
tem peratures 
throughout 
the length of the 
kiln. The circulator motor and 
drive box is installed through 
an opening in the rear wall of 
the kiln and is accessible from 
outside the kiln. The duct work 
of the circulator runs across the 
rear wall of the kiln at ceiling 
height. A turbine blade drives 
the kiln air through the c ir­ 
culator at high velocity toward 
the front of the kiln to mix the 
products of combustion, steam, 
and kiln atmosphere. 


A thermostat, taped to an in­ 
side kiln wall, cuts off the gas 
burner when the kiln tem pera­ 
ture reaches the desired level. 
At Hedrick’s, kiln temperature 
is raised to 190 degrees F. 
and maintained at that level for 
six hours before burner cutoff. 
Each kiln is equipped with an 
exhaust fan controlled by an 
automatic 
time clock which 
starts the fan at 6:00 a.m. to 
exhaust kiln steam well in ad­ 
vance of its opening at 7:30 
a.m. 


Kiln doors are made of chan­ 
nel iron frames covered with 
aluminum sheets enclosing 2” 
Styrofoam insulation. The doors 
are equipped to hook tightly into 
place over the kiln openings 
and are light enough for two 
men to handle them with ease. 
Company gas bills have been 
averaging $75 a month, a figure 
readily recognizable as being 
considerably lower than aver­ 
age fuel costs for alternative 
methods of generating curing 
steam. 


An 8,000-lb. Vale forklift is 
used in the plant to handle racks 
in and out of the kilns and 
two cubes at a time out of the 
plant to yard stockpiles. A Clark 
3,500-lb forklift and a Clark 
Y-40 4,000-lb. 
forklift, both 
of which handle single cubes, 
are used to load delivery trucks. 
An International front-end load­ 
e r with a 1/2-cu. yd. bucket is 
used to load sand and gravel. 
Hedrick’s aggregate hauling 
and block delivery fleet 
in­ 
cludes: one Chevrolet tractor 
with a 13-ton Powers 
dump 
trailer; one International tan- 
dem-axle flatbed equipped with 
a Jiffy Lift unloader; one Dodge 
single - axle flatbed with a 
Superlite unloader; one White 
tractor with a 34’ ft. Dorsey 
tandem -trailer and a Superlite 
unloader; and one Chevrolet 
flatbed

devloe shown in the opened cabinet. Properly set, timing device starts the 
exhaust fan at 6 a.m. about 1 1/2 hours prior to opening of kiln. I>ouvered 
exhaust opening is at left of control cabinet. 


THE NEW block plant of Hedrick Concrete Products Corp., which began 
operation in November of 1964. Company offices are in smaller struc­ 
ture. Kilns extend to left. Note architectural treatment at top of plant 
walls and screen wall at end of kilns. 


IT IS difficult to make the inside of the kiln look like the Taj Mahal 
but this view shows arrangement of the steam generating and circulating 
equipment along interior end wall of a kiln. Steam, generated in the 
vaporizing tank on floor, is picked up by the turbine blade, upper center 
and driven at high velocity through the air circulator above it. Motor 
which drives turbine blades is seen at upper left. 


ONLY THREE of the plant’s four kilns are used currently. All three 
are equipped with automatically controlled gas burner units for the 
generation of curing steam. Gas burner is enclosed in this vented metal 
housing at ground level. Cabinet above encloses a fan to cool the electric 
motor which drives turbine blade inside kiln.
